OUTPOST TORONTO 


By Outloks Staff 


In 1968, the Metropolitan Community Church was established in Los Angeles as a 
ministry to the gay and lesbian community; now, 240 branches exist in twenty countries 
around the world, attracting a mix of both homo- and heterosexual worshippers. Rev. Dr. 
Brent Hawkes is the pastor of MCC Toronto, the second-largest congregation on the globe 
with a weekly attendance of approximately 600. As our country’s foremost gay Christian, 
Hawkes has been kept busy as a key player in the battle for legalizing same-sex marriage on 
a national scale—a battle that he feels we are in 
danger of losing. Outlooks caught up with him 
recently to discuss this issue and find out just why 
he and the MCC feel gays and lesbians have a place 
_ in Christianity. 

Outlooks: As a gay man of the cloth, what came 
first—the rainbow or the cross? 


Hawkes: I’ve been involved in church life since 
_ | was three years old. My mom was Catholic and 
| my father was old-fashioned Pentecostal. A woman 
| neighbour was Baptist and she asked if she could 
| take me to Sunday school and they thought that 
| was a good compromise between being Catholic 
and Pentecostal! So | started at three and became 
heavily involved in the church, so | have to say that 
| was in the church before | knew | was 
gay—although | knew | was gay when | was eight or nine years 
old. | knew that | was different; | jokingly say that when | used 
to dream of cowboys and Indians | was really dreaming about 
cowboys and Indians! [Laughs]

Outlooks: So despite what is perceived as inherent homophobia in Christianity you 
think gays and lesbians do have a place in the religion? 


Hawkes: Absolutely. We believe that it is possible to be gay and Christian; we believe 
that the Bible does not condemn adult, loving homosexual relationships anywhere. And | 
think that would be the majority sentiment of most mainline scholars today; | think they 
would say that the eight biblical texts that supposedly deal with homosexuality have been 
misinterpretations, that when it was translated into English in the 1500s they really didn’t 
know the difference between homosexuality and pedophilia. Also, in some of the other 
scriptures, some homosexual things are condemned but so are their heterosexual counter- 
parts in other places. 


Outlooks: For example? 


Hawkes: Well, homosexual lust as opposed to love—and that’s not condemning sex. The 
biblical definition of lust is uncontrolled sexual desire, as opposed to sexual attraction. 
Homosexual rape as well as heterosexual rape are both condemned, but nowhere are 
loving homosexual relationships condemned. What we've been saying is that many, many 
gay and lesbian people go through this really schizophrenic experience of “‘l’ll be gay but not 
Christian” or “I'll be Christian but not gay” and back and forth and back and forth. The ex- 
gay movement really feeds on this—very inappropriately—by saying that people can give up 
their homosexuality. And maybe there are people who are in the middle—they’re 
bisexual—and they may be able to decide to give up their homosexuality and live as hetero- 
sexuals. But for most of us, if we’re predominantly gay, it’s not possible for us to give up our 
sexual orientation without doing a lot of damage to ourselves. 


Outlooks: There has been a fair bit of debate recently in the pages of this magazine about 
whether or not “legitimate” churches really do hold a place for gays and lesbians—although 
who's to say how legitimacy is conferred? Isn’t it really more the “splinter” factions that 
welcome members of our community into their midst? 


Hawkes: [Laughs] Well, we certainly think the MCC is a legitimate faith, and also the 
United church—again, quite legitimate—is welcoming gays and lesbians. If you look at 
different traditions, the Christian tradition has the most gay-positive branch within the full 
breadth of what Christianity is. In Jewish tradition, the reform rabbis have been more gay- 
positive but the conservative and orthodox ones are not. And in the Muslim tradition, it’s 
almost universally negative, partly because it has been taken over so overwhelmingly by 
fundamentalists—which is also happening with Christianity. The fundamentalist movement 
is growing rapidly while moderate and liberal churches are dying. In the United States, 
thirty-seven percent of the population identifies as evangelical Christians; in Canada, it’s 
seven percent 
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-to take some international responsibility for [i 


Outlooks: That's creepy. 


Hawkes: What's even more frightening is that the “charismatic Pentecostal” movement 
has now overtaken Catholicism as the predominant face of Christianity worldwide. They 
talk about trends in Asia and Africa and South America—it’s scary where we're heading in 
terms of fundamentalist Christians taking over Christianity, the way fundamentalist Muslims 
have taken over Islam. Fundamentalism is evil—that’s a word | don’t use very often but it 
is evil. 


Outlooks: [Calgary Catholic Bishop] Fred Henry uses that word a lot—he just said we 
were evil the other day and there was a big uproar! 


Hawkes: Well, the more he speaks the better! He just pushes the whole middle ground 
our way! [Laughs] 

Outlooks: Well, he’s a media-whore in a white collar; he'll say anything to get on TV or 
in the newspaper. Speaking of being in the media’s eye, you've become quite a key figure in 
the marriage debate. After all this time, is your resolve still as strong as ever or have you 
eased off a bit? 


Hawkes: Oh, no,no, no! We can’t ease off at al-—some people are taking it for granted 
now that the courts have ruled and the government has said they’re going to support legis- 
lation; they think it’s over. It’s not over. The fundamentalists have organized on this issue 
like they never have before on any issue at any time. Focus on the Family just announced 
that they’re going to spend another $800,000 on this—and they already spent 1.1 million 
during the election campaign. Frankly, they’re swamping us; they're overwhelming us. | hate 
to acknowledge that publicly but the gay community has to mobilize. If we lose this then 
they're going to go after other issues and things that we’ve won; what's being taught in 
school and all kinds of other things. 


Outlooks: We're still at a crisis point, then? 


Hawkes: Yes. A number of the MPs who were going to vote in favour of us or who were 
wavering are now stampeding to vote against us because of the overwhelming response 
they’ve gotten from the well-organized and well-financed religious right. 


Outlooks: Are you seeing any rays of hope? 


Hawkes: Well, | was really pleased with what the prime minister said today while he was 
in India. The leading Sikh cleric said that Sikhs should oppose same-sex marriage and fight 
it all the way. When the prime minister was asked about this he said that Sikhs need to 
remember that this is the same charter of rights and freedoms that will protect them, too. 
| think that’s brilliant. And the eyes of the world are on us on this issue; this has huge impli- 
cations internationally. 


Outlooks: As someone on the front lines, what was-your impression of the Supreme 
Court justices? 


Hawkes: | was very encouraged by the questions the judges were asking—most of us 
were not surprised by the positive answers that came out. | think they “got” the issues. The 
charter has certainly established itself as a key document in Canada that has a lot of legal 
clout. If you see this as a charter issue, then it’s very clear. 


Outlooks: Say we do secure same-sex marriage, what then is the next frontier for us? 


Hawkes: | can say—and | think blacks and women and many others would agree—that 
equality in law is just one step in the journey. Women’s salaries are still below men’s; there 
was a report today in the Toronto Star about how, in North America, blacks still fall way 
behind in terms of the education process, in terms of jobs, in terms of positions on boards 
and corporations and stuff like that. Beyond getting equality in law, which is the first step, 
there’s a lot of education that’s got to be done. Canada is a very international country and 
Toronto is said to be the most international city in the world—we have a responsibility to 
reach out to gays and lesbians around the world. Last week | got an e-mail from a twenty- 
six-year-old gay geologist in Pakistan describing what life is like for a gay person there and 
in neighbouring Iran. We take so much for 
granted here in Canada. This is a twofold 
issue: one is the ongoing education that’s 
going to need to happen in Canada—partic- 
ularly with immigrant communities, because 
many immigrants are coming to Canada 
from countries where there has not been 
the dialogue or education. |’m cautious to f 
use this phrase but we have to be careful not 
to import hate. People need to come out to 
their families and relatives and co-workers 
because that is still most effective tool in 
terms of changing society. So we've got to 
do the internal work in Canada and we have 
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helping change the circumstances in other 
countries ‘i’

Opponents of equality for lesbian and gay people are making a desperate 
last-ditch attempt to stop equality, and they know they face their last chance to roll back the 
clock on equal marriage. They know the vote in Parliament is closer than many people think. 


We need your help. We have to match the determined, well-funded efforts of those who 
want to deny lesbian and gay relationships equal treatment under the law. Our opponents are 
getting desperate—they know they must stop the impending legislation if they can move on 
to their next goal: a comprehensive same-sex marriage ban in Canada. Go to 
http://www.equal-marriage.ca/donate.php to help us match their efforts. We have the 
opportunity to settle this issue once and for all. But we can only win this fight with your help. 


As you'll see from the e-mail below, opponents of equality are mobilizing for an unprece- 
dented referendum on whether lesbian and gay people should be excluded from the protec- 
tion of the Charter of Rights and Freedoms. Other groups are signing people up to join 
political parties so they can take over riding associations. Much of the activity is being under- 
taken by the Canadian arms of large, well-financed American organizations.

Dear Friend: 


With a view to equality, the Liberal government plans to introduce legislation next month 
to legalize same-sex marriage nationwide. They see this as a basic human-rights issue, and 
nothing Canada can’t handle. 


But what if they're wrong? 


Pro-family groups and cultural experts across the nation and around the world warn that 
redefining marriage will have profound, far-reaching, and even drastic effects on the family. They 
say this is a decision that mustn’t be rushed through Parliament or foisted upon the people 
without their consent; that Canada’s children will pay a devastating price for it; that future 
generations of Canadians deserve better. 


What if they're right? 


Consider this commentary, co-written by two McGill University experts on civilization (one 
of whom is gay). “Most people like to consider their society a tolerant one, and this is certainly 
laudable. But no society could endure if tolerance were taken to its ultimate conclusion: the belief that 
‘anything goes.’ In addition to tolerance—otherwise known as ‘love,’ ‘caring’ or ‘compassion’—every 
society must be guided by wisdom. And that requires citizens to be as reasonable as they are tolerant. 
Canadians should think twice, therefore, before redefining marriage.’ Katherine Young and Paul 
Nathanson, “The Future of An Experiment” in Divorcing Marriage: Unveiling the Dangers in 
Canada’s New Social Experiment (Montreal & Kingston: McGill-Queen’s University Press, 
2004). 


These are sobering words. More excerpts from Young and Nathanson’s discussion on how 
same-sex-marriage could hurt children, men, women, singles, society, religious communities, 


education, and even democracy are available here. If Young, Nathanson, and the multitudes 
that share their concerns are correct, same-sex marriage must not go ahead without the 
consent of the people, after exhaustive public debate. There is much, much more at stake than 
just minority rights! 

Why, although the Supreme Court of Canada refused to rule against traditional marriage, 
is the government rushing ahead with same-sex marriage? Why, when Prime Minister Paul 
Martin promised a free vote on the issue, is he ordering all thirty-nine Cabinet Ministers and 
twenty-eight Parliamentary Secretaries to support the same-sex bill, even though some of 
those government MPs campaigned in defense of traditional marriage? 


Why does the debate rage over the rights of adults, despite evidence from Scandinavia that 
same-sex marriage interferes with the needs of children? 


Why, when the latest poll shows supporters and opponents of same-sex marriage almost 
evenly split, with fully twenty-four percent of Canadian voters undecided, are Canadians being 
denied a national referendum which would open the doors to full public debate? These are 
pressing questions. They ought to be 
answered, along with a multitude of other 
questions about how redefining marriage 
could affect our society, our religious 
freedoms, and especially our children, for 
generations to come. 
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Whatever your personal leanings on 
same-sex marriage may be, we ask that you 
join us in calling upon Prime Minister Martin 
to put his legislation on hold, in the absence 
of a consensus. Pushing ahead with it now, in 
the present climate, could divide our country 
and undermine our democracy. Please ask 
him instead to enable the discussion that 
must take place by calling a referendum on 
the issue. If we delay or do nothing, same- 
sex marriage will soon be entrenched in law, 
with all its attendant consequences, for good 
or ill. If even a fraction of the dire results 
predicted by social scientists and family 
advocates then come to pass, that could be 
devastating. Surely the issue deserves sober 
second thought—for the sake of our kids. 
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Please urge your Member of Parliament to 
represent the interests of future generations 
of Canadians on this issue. And please 
forward this message to every Canadian on 
your list who cares about the future we pass 
on to our children. Thank you for taking 
action on this critical issue!

While | understand that the Roman Catholic Church opposes gay marriage and also 
the Canadian Government's resolve to pass revised legislation, | believe Bishop Henry’s 
opinion is extreme when he attempts to link homosexuality, adultery, prostitution and 
pornography together as a justification for using the coercive power of the state against 
homosexuals. Such repressive views stigmatize gays and have resulted in the historical 
persecution and widespread discrimination of them under civil and criminal sanctions.

For a young gay man just beginning to find the courage to peek outside the closet in which 
he’d lived most of his life, it was, in the immortal words of the late Princess Di,a “daunting” tale. 
lt was the mid-’70s—and while, for many, mention of that era evokes a kinder, gentler time, on 
closer inspection one is likely to find that very few of those cruising that particular sea of 
nostalgia are of the gay persuasion. In short, for us, it was a little piece of purgatory, suspended 
somewhere between the repressive world portrayed in the film Kinsey and the flawed Valhalla 
we have achieved today. 


| was living and working in a small Alberta city and had “made the acquaintance” of another 
gay man who journeyed often to the bright lights of a big city called Calgary, where, according 
to rumour, there was actually something that resembled a gay community. And it was on the 
heels of one of his visits to that exotic world that he told me of attending a party—probably a 
function of the Imperial Sovreign Court of the Chinook Arch or one of its forebears—where 
a collection had been taken in suppért of a telethon that was running on a local TV station. 


Then, as now, the gay community had proved generous and, after a considerable amount of 
money had been collected, a couple of the more extroverted in attendance set off to deliver 
the money and the best wishes of the gay community to telethon headquarters. Rather than 
being thrilled with the money and applauding the generosity of Calgary's nascent gay commu- 
nity, officials at the telethon were reportedly less. than enthused, however, accepting the money 
cautiously, even grudgingly, with the caveat that there could be no on-air credit for the donation. 
“Wow,” | remember thinking, “Even our money is tainted.” And with that, | retreated back into 
my closet to reflect. 


Time passed. 


Much time passed, actually—and while | am, of course, no longer in the closet, the reflection 
continues, particularly when events like the recent tsunami push their way to the forefront of 
our consciousness and seem to demand not just all of our compassion but a considerable 
amount of our cash as well. In responding to events such as these, we react not so much as 
members of the gay community or the straight, but rather as members of the much larger 
community of humanity. 


At its best, our typically generous reaction within the gay community reflects an heightened 
awareness, sharpened to a razor’s edge by a couple of decades of battling AIDS, that there is 
no such thing as a straight disaster or a gay one, and that anything that hurts one of us ultimately 
hurts us all. 


Having said that, however, | think that in the gay community our capacity to give should always 
be tempered by the knowledge that our money might not always be received in the spirit with 
which it is given. 

Too often, within certain charitable organizations, the assumption is that the money they 
gather, like the tax dollars our friends on the political right wing seem so determined to protect, 
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comes only from the pockets of straight people and should go, therefore, only to assuage the 
suffering of the same community. And, because the money used in the gay community is no 
different than the money used in the straight community, who is to say them wrong—unless 
we make it a point of ensuring that our charitable dollars go to organizations who accept us as 
a vital part of the rainbow that is mankind. 


lam not,| hasten to add, advocating that we should write our sexuality on every cheque we 
write and on every ten-dollar bill we give, nor am | trying to tell anyone how to direct their 
affairs. Like sexuality, charity, | know, is a very personal thing and is best dictated by one’s own 
conscience. 


What | do advocate, however, is that before we open our hearts and our wallets, we—each 
of us in our own way—take the time to find out not only where our money will be going and 
what it will be doing, but if the organizations we are supporting will be supporting us in return, 
giving aid to gay as well as straight without judgement. Or are they taking money from the gay 
community with one outstretched hand while using the other to plug their noses to close out 
our supposed stench or cover their eyes so that they don’t have to see the supposed sinners 
who dwell in their midst? 


| don’t expect that we'll change the world by directing our charitable dollars to charities that 
are gay-positive, at least not in the foreseeable E 
future. But we will have the comfort of knowing 
that not only is our gay compassion appreciated, 
our gay charitable dollars are not being used to 
tell any gay youth anyplace on the face of this 
earth that his or her life isn’t worth as much as 
that of the straight kid next to him.

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Curling sweeps Winnipeg

John Chabai grew up in a small Manitoba town and began curling when he was in high 
school. He has always loved the game. When he lived in Calgary from 1994 to 200I, he 
was delighted to find that the Apollo: Friends In Sports group actually had a curling league 
for the GLBT community, something Manitoba always lacked, though there are strong 
GLBT curling groups in Montréal, Toronto, Vancouver and Edmonton. 


Last year Chabai, now treasurer of Manitoba’s GLBT Keystone Rainbow vasScusiling 


League, decided that Manitoba—long a breeding ground for 3 
top curlers—ought to have a comfortable place for people 
like himself to meet. “I have curled with straight people, but 
just feel more comfortable in a GLBT setting,’ he says. 
“Besides the time spent curling, it’s great to socialize after- 
wards and make new friends.” 


He found a kindred spirit in Trevor Harris, a young trainee 
chef who also loves to curl. The two of them organized 
several meetings to test the waters—or, more accurately, 
ice. Astonishingly, there was a huge response and the fledg- 
ling group now has over ninety regular curlers, including 
spares. 


With four to a team, the league has eighteen teams and meets Sunday afternoons at 
the Granite Curling Club, starting in October and running through to March 20. In frigid 
Manitoba, it’s a great way to while away a winter’s Sunday afternoon and meet lots of new 
friends. 


“We have both men and women and the group ranges in age from around eighteen to 
maybe seventy,” says Chabai, who is sixty-six himself. “The interest in the sport surprised 
even me and we have been told by the club that next year we can expand to two shifts 
if the membership keeps growing.” 


Gio’s, the Winnipeg GLBT bar, has even provided a special cup for the team that wins

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the most times, but Chabai says the league is more about having a good social time and 
meeting new people outside of the traditional bar scene. The Granite Curling Club does 
have a bar, however, and most curlers drop in to chat and compare notes once the curling 
is over. 


Nineteen-year-old Trevor Harris is the president of the Keystone Rainbow Curling 
League, and was also amazed by the response. “It’s beyond our wildest dreams,” he says. 
“We thought we would be lucky to get six or eight four-person teams, but ended up with 
eighteen as well as a dozen spares.” 


Harris says there are many who have never curled before, as well as a lot who hadn’t 
curled for fifteen or twenty years. He first curled at age eight, and says next year they 
will likely have two different draw times to accommodate all the extra people. Some 
expenses are covered by selling 50/50 tickets at each session and they’ve managed to 
raise about $500 so far. 


League vice-president Doug Pomanski, owner of 
) Winnipeg's Adonis bathhouse, is now thirty-seven and has 
curled since the age of twelve. “I lived in Calgary for a 
couple of years and was active in GLBT curling there,” he 
says. “When | moved back here | was determined to get 
involved again and support a Manitoba group. Response in 
the first year has been ggeat and I’m certain that next year 
| we'll be running two sessions on Sundays.” 


He estimates that at least fifty percent of the league's 

members had never curled before and he’s impressed by 
how many young curlers they've attracted in the first 
year. Many are so pleased with it that they've introduced 
their own friends to the sport. And he estimates that at 
least seventy-five percent stay on to socialize after a 
game.

“It’s a great chance to meet people you would never normally meet in the bar scene 
or in other GLBT gathering places,” he says. “Some great friendships have come out of

it. 
Pomanski says next year they'll have a bonspiel and be in a position to invite teams 
from other cities. They hold their own bonspiel in January. 


“This year we'll be sending three teams to the Western Cup being held in Calgary 
March 24 to 27,” he says, adding that the annual fee of $100 may rise next year to $125 
next year but it’s still an amazingly good value. 


The league has held clinics for complete novices; the atmosphere is relaxed and 
friendly, so no one needs to fear they'll look stupid. It isn’t about expert competition, 
more about having a good time. 


One attraction is certainly that the sport is fairly inexpensive and relatively easy to 
learn. The cost works out to just over five dollars a session. The only other costs are 
the purchase of a broom or brush-between $30 and $50—and some curling shoes, 
though treasurer Chabai says running shoes are OK provided they have a slider attached 
to help curlers move down the ice.

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LETTER FROM THE EDITOR 


A sobering experience 


By David Crosson 


| had originally planned to run this column in last month’s edition 
of the magazine; what | thought was a particularly fitting time given 
that resolutions would have been top-of-mind for most people. 
However, fate and an advanced deadline (printers take time off at the 
holidays, too) conspired against me, so here it is. | also now realize 
that, at that point in time, | would not technically have passed the 
“milestone” that forms the core of this piece, so it’s probably better 
all round that | am writing about it now. 


December 27th, 2004, officially marked the one-year anniversary of what | propose to 
be the non-drinking phase of my life. If | am to be held to the fine details of this self- 
imposed ban on tippling, then | must cop to the fact that it hasn’t been an entirely booze- 
free year—although | think few would begrudge me the odd 0.5 O’Doul’s or 
de-alcoholized Holsten that, in large part, helped those around me cope with the fact that 
| was “taking a break’. (It’s now starting to dawn on them that | never intended this to 
be a temporary fix, at least not this time around.) 


Truth be told, ! would be much happier to report that this had been a year without any 
indulgence in alcohol whatsoever, although the AIDS-industry concept of “harm reduc- 
tion” offers some measure of comfort here. To go from behaving like a mad fur trapper 
(or, perhaps more accurately, Anna Nicole Smith) to less than twelve cumulative ounces 
of alcohol in the same number of months is no small feat. At least | don’t think it is—and 
this is my column, after all... 


Five years ago, particularly in the context of a job that not only accommodated heavy 
liquor consumption but also almost encouraged it, was at a stage where I| needed to quit 
drinking. Problem was, | didn’t want to—and so over and over again | made attempts both 
valiant and vain to curb my boozing, to no avail. Looking back on that period, | can recog- 
nize with some degree of satisfaction that there were successes: two months here; four 
months there. But the behaviour patterns remained the same despite these odd triumphs 
of will. 


In the battle between want and need, what it came down to was balance: | liked what

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| perceived to be the positive aspects of alcohol use far more than | disliked the 
“negatives” that are inevitably included in the package. So, true to form of many who 
shared—and continue to share—my problem, | found ways around the issue. Sure-fire 
hangover cures. Flexible work schedules. Drinking buddies who would offer “encour- 
agement” no matter how ill advised. Clorets. 


All that changed at our 2003 Christmas party, an event that started out with me in full 
“resistance mode”, with six weeks history of same under my belt. Looking around the 
room, | saw everyone having fun—fun that generally included drinking. Ever so gently, | 
released my grip on willpower and joined in: one, at first; then another, then several more. 
| was having fun and so were the people around me. We were drinking, talking, laughing, 
dancing. We were having fun. Then, all of a sudden it seemed, my alarm clock was going 
off—l had a flight to catch. Several ugly, ugly hours later | found myself standing in a blind- 
ingly bright kitchen, battling a fierce hangover and attempting to make hors d’oeuvres for 
the fourteen guests expected that evening. | had made a deal with my mother (who was 
then just coming off round one in a battle with cancer) to organize and host her 
Christmas Eve party so she could rest up and be “fresh” for socializing. And | blew it. 


“You,” she said, standing on tip-toes to kiss my forehead, “are a brat.” 


“| know,” | responded, attempting to wrap herbed chevre in smoked salmon without 
vomiting. 

“I'm not going to give you hell,” she continued. “But | am going to tell you something 
I’ve learned over the years: people who need to stop drinking do it for reasons outside 
of themselves; people who want to stop drinking do it for reasons on the inside. You have 
to decide where you're going to find your reasons, dear.” 


Then she went to lie down. Three days later | decided that the reasons and the resolve 
to sort myself out were, indeed, inside of me, and so the process began. 


In hindsight, putting the brakes on was a lot simpler than | had thought, and the differ- 
ence between want and need a lot more significant than | ever would have guessed. | 
realize now that, as drunks go, | was one of the lucky ones: | never kept liquor in the 
house, | didn’t ever drink alone and | didn’t crave it as part of some sort of reward cycle. 
So what it all came down to was avoiding social settings where alcohol was 
served—period. Over the course of that year, | found that the time | would otherwise 
have spent either going out or recovering from going out could suddenly filled with all 
kinds of engaging distractions, all of which proved to beat the previous “hobby” hands 
down. On Saturday mornings, instead of getting home at 6 a.m.| was getting up at that 
hour and working on projects around my home; on Sundays | knit feverishly and watched 
the omnibus edition of Coronation Street instead of writhing around in bed with a 
hangover. Life was brilliant and so was |—or at least | felt a lot closer to brilliance with 
a clear head and an even clearer conscience. 


One thing that was definitely true about my boozy habits was that | never took a drink 
to prop myself up on sad occasions, only happy ones. | wasn’t sure, however, that this 
would remain true as | stood at the end of a hospital bed on December 10 and watched 
my mother draw her last breath, just two weeks shy of the one-year “anniversary” of our 
chat in the kitchen. 


It did. | passed the milestone that we both wanted me to pass, and | look forward to 
celebrating many more. 


By the time some (or, perhaps, many) of you read this, you will have abandoned your 
resolution to lose weight/quit smoking/curb your drinking/try a kicky new hair colour for 
2005. Some of you will also likely be feeling guilty about these lapses which have occurred 
for some reason or other. 


Don't. 


It’s never too late to make—or stick with—adjustments to your lifestyle, if you feel 
they are necessary. And thinking that you have “missed the boat” on making changes just 
because you've slipped up a bit since the 
confetti hit the floor is a complete waste of 
mental energy. Sometimes you need to take 
more than one run at a hurdle in order to 
clear it. If you opted out of making a resolu- 
tion (or resolutions, although multiples do 
tend to “gang up” on one’s resolve) or feel 
that you have failed before you even really 
got started, take heart. Take Valentine’s heart, 
more specifically, and use the annual celebra- 
tion of love to shower little on yourself. 
Make a fresh start not because you need to, 
but because you want to. | cannot guarantee 
success for everyone—or even anyone—but 
| know that it’s a wise place to start. Good 
luck...

| don’t ordinarily review movie soundtrack 
CDs, mainly because they contain selections 
that have become standbys/crowd-pleasers 
simply because they appear so often on 
movie soundtracks. However, when the 
score for In Good Company arrived and | 
noticed that Stephen Trask was responsible 
for four of the cuts, ! made an exception. For 
those unfamiliar, Trask is the words-and-music 
genius behind both the stage production and 
film of John Cameron Mitchell’s Hedwig and 
the Angry Inch—so how could | resist? 


True to form, the Trask selections on the 
CD are superb: moody, complex and just brief 
enough to leave the listener wanting more. 
His first track, entitled The Chase (number six 
on the roster, just to clarify), is a melodic 
instrumental filled with beautifully played 
xylophone and guitar. Were it included in a 
collection of meditation music, | guarantee 
Nirvana would be reached almost instanta- 
neously. Next up in the Trask treasures is The 
Arrival, a composition that floats tribal beats 
out into the cosmos and then wraps up with 
a bombastic, symphonic flourish. Did | 
mention it’s fabulous? Think “new-new age” 
without all the crystals and incense, just 
gorgeous, ambient sound. The final two 
songs, Accidentals and I’m Psyched, are both 
pretty in a “legitimate” way and contain the 
same happy blend of strings and percussion as 
the other cuts. The second-last song, 
Accidentals, conjures images of sunshine 
through trees on a road trip, particularly with 
the added boost of “bright” up-tempo 
trumpet. 


Though his contributions to the album are 
a distinct departure from the harder edged 
Hedwig, Trask’s work is still remarkably “him” 
and worthy of investigation. Other great 
tracks include the Aretha Franklin classic 
Chain of Fools, maestro David Byrne's Glass, 
Concrete & Stone, and a fabulous version of 
Besame Mucho by Canada’s own Diana Krall. 
Overall, In Good Company is a great sound- 
track, the only exception being Steely Dan's 
Reelin’ In The Years, a prime example of why 
| almost always avoid reviewing movie scores!

Title: Cardboard Logic

In some twelve years of reviewing music, 
I've never failed to be impressed by the note- 


writing skills of Canadian artists—in this 


instance not just those limited to the frame- 
work of a scale. Despite what seems like 
rapidly encroaching Americanism, our home- 
grown talent consistently demonstrates that 
they still know their p’s and q's when it comes 
to getting their work out. Take, for example, 
the message sent along with Andy Northrup’s 
recent release Cardboard Logic:““Your support 
on the last disc was so appreciated. | hope 
you hear the progress that this disc repre- 
sents for me.” Guess what, Andy? | did—and 
then some. 


Much like his often under-appreciated 
compatriot Jeff Straker, Andy Northrup is 
one of those Canadian performers who can 
hold his own as a musician, sans hype, synthe- 
sizers or “playing the gay card”. He is a singer- 
songwriter before all else, and a good one at 
that. Northrup himself would be the first to 
admit that his music is not everyone's cup of 
tea, particularly if there’s any bias in favour of 
what is usually categorized as “gay material”. 
Judged on its own merit, Cardboard Logic is a 
well-rounded collection of songs that 
showcase Northrup’s strengths to great 
effect. WVhether it’s upbeat cuts like the 
album-opener Sometimes. and (Only Trying 
to) Understand or one of his more reflective 
ballads like These Hands, this Edmonton- 
based performer's talent shines through in 
the most unassuming and “comfortable” kind 
of way. On this album in particular there is 
what sounds to be a new fullness to the 
music, and choices made in the instrumental 
accompaniment have proven to be good 
ones. On key songs, Northrup’s “fine gravel” 
voice is subtly accentuated in a very pleasing 
way by backup singers; on others, he is raw 
and real, true to the folk roots the drive and 
inform his music. 


Cardboard Logic is also an excellent 
showcase of Northrup’s skills as a lyricist, too. 
“But the world is changing faster than you know/I 
can sense your consternation as it grows/You deny 
the history of who | am/Taking comfort in the fact 
that you'll see me damned/To spend eternity in 
darkness and in fear’ he sings on the track 
entitled It Ain't Easy. The song ends with.the 
lines “But though you speak of higher love/It’s up 
to me to rise above/And it ain't easy.” 


Some things in life aren’t easy, but when it 
comes to music, Andy Northrup and his 
crew really do make it seem like it is. W

vs 
Building the foundation

Every year, Wilde About Sappho is the crowning social event for the Lambda 
Foundation For Excellence, a group that establishes Canada’s only national series of 
annual university scholarships in gay and lesbian studies. Featured in six cities this year, 
Wilde About Sappho is Canada’s annual celebration of gay and lesbian literature. 


“The Wilde About Sappho event is important to the Foundation for a couple of 
reasons,” says Bill Staubi, the coordinator of this year’s Ottawa féte. “It’s a fundraising 
event, so obviously some of the money that we receive finds its way back into the schol- 
arship program or it helps to fund some of the other fund raising activities that we do to 
raise money for the scholarship program. It’s also important to the Foundation’s work in 
that gay and lesbian literature is such an important part of our culture, and such an impor- 
tant part of our identity that getting students to be interested in researching other gay 
and lesbian issues is aided by opportunities to bring people together for a cultural experi- 
ence.” 


That the Foundation would be behind such an event seems a natural choice to Staubi. 
“Wilde About Sappho is consistent with what the scholarships are trying to do, which is 
advance understanding of gay and lesbian issues, and encouraging people to be active 
=1 participants in our community, in our culture, in our science,’ he 
# says. “It’s not just an activity to generate some money for the 
1 scholarships, but it’s also a way of reinforcing our commitment to 
our own segment of society, our own segment of our culture.” 


Staubi’s involvement in the event has increased dramatically this 
year, after having attended one of the events and helping to 
organize a dinner during Pride Week. “I 
had been on the Lambda board for a very 
short period of time, and that was how | 
got interested in Wilde About Sappho,” 
he explains. “This year, Gary Sealy—a 
long-time organizer for Wilde About 
Sappho—was looking to get involved 
with some other issues and some other activities with Lambda, 
and he needed someone to take over for him. He asked me if | 
would take a hand in organizing primarily the Ottawa event, but 
also coordinating with the people organizing the events in other 
cities.”

And Staubi has risen to the challenge. 


This is the fourteenth year for Wilde About Sappho in Ottawa, with the series starting 
off in Vancouver on February 17th and |8th, then moving to Ottawa on the 24th and 
finally wrapping up in Guelph on March 6th. Toronto, Montréal and London are all slated 
for the fall. 


“What people can look forward to in those three events is an exciting array of 
contemporary Canadian authors, who will read from their work and generally engage the 
audience with some commentary, some social observation,” Staubi says of the first ‘leg’ of 
this year’s tour. “You'll not just get the author reading their own material, but a bit of a 
flavour of the author’s views on things and some of their ideas. Usually, they talk a little 
about work that they have in progress and work that they’re planning to do in the future, 
so you have a bit of a glimpse at some things that are coming down the line. And, of 
course, you get the author's take on some current events.” 


He points out that, in addition to all that, the events also have a social component built 
in, either a gala before the reading or an opportunity afterwards to meet the authors. 
“You can get them to sign books or ask a favourite question that’s always been puzzling 
you,” Staubi adds. 


He hopes Wilde About Sappho will also provide a new outlet for the community and 
be more than just a literary event,. “[It] often draws out some folks that you may not see 
at other community events, so it’s a chance to meet some new faces and make some new 
connections within the community,’ Staubi enthuses. 


So why drag yourself away from the TV on a cold winter night for an evening of liter- 
ature? “Right now, even though GLBT issues and culture are enjoying a bit of a flirtation 
with the mainstream, it hasn’t been an easy struggle to have this kind of visibility, to get 
our members of the community into that popular mainstream culture,” Staubi says. “And 
there is still an ongoing fight for acceptance of the diversity within our own community. 
That freedom, having being hard-won, is still easily lost.” 


Staubi stresses that coming out to support events like Wilde About Sappho is one way 


of encouraging the growth and stability of that culture in Canadian society, and that 
authors only survive if people hear them and know about them. 


He also sees the impact of the events reaching a larger scale. When it comes right 
down to it, assembling several hundred gay and lesbian people—or friends of gay and 
lesbian people—at a visible and dynamic social event really sends a message about our 
place in Canadian society. Wilde About Sappho is, for Ottawa, one of the longest-running 
literary events held at the National Library—and one of the best-attended. 


“It presents a view of the gay and lesbian community that’s not always reflected in the 
common understanding about the things that we're interested in,’ Staubi says. “It’s a 
chance to remind ourselves of the richness of our culture and the tremendous contribu- 
tion that gay and lesbian people make to the rich culture of Canada. But it’s also a way 
of asserting our presence on the cultural scene, and a way of demonstrating the diversity 
and dynamism that exists within the gay and lesbian community.’ 


This year the events are also aimed to advance the Foundation’s goals by generating 
interest in more scholarship programs. Currently, Lambda only has scholarships at four 
universities (Ottawa, Carleton, Manitoba and New Brunswick), with the Université de 
Montréal becoming the fifth later this year. 


“The event in Guelph is designed to stimulate a scholarship there,’ Staubi says. “And 
we're talking to about five or six other places with alumni—plus there are some existing 
scholarships out there that we're looking to create a strategic alliance with, so the next 
couple of years should be pretty dynamic for the organization.” 


According to Staubi, there are even conversations going on with a couple of universi- 
ties on the prairies. 


Even still, he feels there is room for growth. “We would really welcome a call or an e- 
mail from any readers who are members of an alumni association and would like to talk 
to us about developing a scholarship at their 
university,’ he says. “We're certainly looking 
for other universities to partner with.” 


With an impressive list of authors 
(including R.M. Vaughn and Anna Camilleri) 
hitting all three events, and others like Helen 
Humphreys, Warren Dunford and Matthew 
Fox reading at both the Vancouver and 
Ottawa events, this year’s Wilde About 
Sappho promises to be an event to 
remember. More information about the 
Lambda Foundation for Excellence or Wilde 
About Sappho can be found at 
www.lambdafoundation.com.
